We, as it has been proven, assure the safety and 
well being of all ethnic communities, their places of 
worship, and properties in Arakan State. 


We also seek political, financial, technical, and 
logistics Support and assistance from any 
member of the legitimate international commu- 
nity to strengthen our legitimate cause in accor- 
dance with international norms and principles.

There is no doubt that the call to nationalism is 
from the calls of Jähiliyyah, since nationalism is a 
call other than Islam and everything which is 
outside the call of Islam and the Qur’än, with 
regards to lineage, land, nationality, schools of 
thoughts and ways, it is from the calls of Jahili- 


yyah. 


Allah - Jes 3° - saying: 


“When those who disbelieved (alladhina kafarú) 
placed in their hearts pride and arrogance - the 
pride and arrogance of Jahiliyyah - then Allah sent 
down His tranquility upon His Messenger and 
upon the Believers, and made them stick to the 
word of piety, and they were well entitled to it and 
worthy of it. And Allah is the All-Knower of every- 
thing.” 


[Surah Al-Fath 48:26] 


Abu Hurayrah «s ài œ narrates from the Prophet 
ous ale àl do that he said: “The Believer to the 
Believer is like a solid building, one part supports 
the other.” And he lus ale àl Yo interlaced his 
fingers to demonstrate this. (Sahth Al-Bukhari and 
Sahth Muslim) 


The Prophet 1.5 aus dill Jo also said: 

“The example of the Believer in their mutual love 
and mercy is like the example of a body, if one part 
of the body feels pain, then all the body suffers in 
sleeplessness and fever.” 


(Sahth Al-Bukhari and Sahth Muslim) 








O people! I call you in the name of Alläh. Does 
your nationalism call you to these noble man- 
ners of mercy and kindness to the Muslims - the 
Arabs and the non-Arabs - and of having mutual 
sympathy and concern for them, and feeling 
pain at their pain? No, by Alläh! Rather it calls 
you to have allegiance with those who have evil 
character and it calls you to cultivate enmity 
and hatred for those who deny this false creed 
of nationalism. So beware, O Muslim who 
desires safety and salvation, and consider the 
reality of the affair with a fair consideration, with- 
out being prejudiced with party-spirit and 
desires. Only then you will see the reality as it 
truly is. So may Allah guide me and you to the 
means of safety and salvation. 


And it is related by Imam Al-Bukhari in his 
Sahth, that a young man from the Muhäjirün 
and a young man from the Ansär quarreled. So 
the Muhajir said: “O Muhäjirün! (meaning: rally 
to my help)” And the Ansari said: “O Ansar!” So 
the Prophet sss ade «ill Lo heard this and said: “Is 
it with the call of Jahiliyyah that you are calling 
out, and | am present amongst you!” 


Even though the term Muhajir and Ansar are 
two ascriptions which are beloved to Allah - The 
One free from all defects - and He has praised 
these two groups with very great praise, in His - 
the Most High's - saying: 


“And the first to embrace Islam from the Muhaji- 
run and the Ansar, and those who followed them 
in goodness, beliefs, and actions. Allah is 
well-pleased with them, and they are 
well-pleased with Him. He has prepared for 
them Gardens of Paradise, beneath which 
rivers flow, to live therein forever. That is the 
supreme achievement.” 


[Sūrah At-Taubah 9:100] 


Yet in the above incident, this ascription to the 
Muhājirūn and seeking the help from them, and 
the Ansār and seeking the help from them, 
when the likes of this were considered to be 
from the calls of Jāhiliyyah, what about those 
who claim allegiance to nationalism and seek 
help through that and become angry for that? 
Will this not be more fitting to be considered 
one of the calls from the days of Jāhiliyyah? 
This is a matter in which there is no doubt. 


And this is what has been established in the 
authentic hadith (narration), from Al-Hārith 
al-Ash‘āri «s äi s that the Prophet sss ade All Yo 
said: “| order you with five things which Allah 
ordered me with: The Jama‘ah, hearing, obey- 
ing, Hijrah (migration) and Jihad in the way of 
Allāh J>, je. So whosoever separates from the 
Jamaʻah by a hand span, throws the yoke of 
Islām from his neck unless he repents. And who- 
soever calls with the call of Jāhiliyyah (the days 
of ignorance), then he is from the hoard- 
ed-heap of Hellfire.” It was said: Even if he 
fasts and prays? He eus ade ål Jo Said: “Even if 
he fasts and prays. So call with the call of Allāh 
which Allāh gave: The Muslims, the Believers, 
Worshippers of Allāh.” (At-Tirmidhi, At-Tiyalasi, 
and others) 


This hadith is absolutely clear with regards to 
rendering futile calls to nationalism. Its callers 
deserve that they should be from the heap of 
Hellfire, even if they fast and they pray and 
claim that they are Muslims. So what a severe 
threat and severe warning have been given 
here. A warning to every Muslim from the calls 
of Jāhiliyyah and warning them from entering 
into this. Even if such calls are adorned with 
false talks and enchanting speeches. Rather 
they are deception and blind-following that 
leads its people to the worst and most despica- 
ble of ends. 
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
